bluest  of  sl?ies — with  a silvery  stream  flashing  as  it  hurries 
on  its  way  to  the  mighty  sea. 

Thus  does  California  provide  countless  pleasure  trips 
for  those  who  own  automobiles.  And  in  no  other  way , 
except  by  the  ownership  of  a car , may  the  many  beauty 
spots  and  historic  landmarks  of  California  be  fully 
enjoyed.  If  you  do  not  own  an  automobile — decide  to 
get  one  now — if  not  a new  car — buy  a good  Used  Car.

MISSION  SAN  CARLOS  BOBRQMEO 

Junibero  Sernas  own  church 
founded  on  June  3d 770/ 
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Mission  San  Carlos  Borromeo  Was  Fa:ther 
Serra's  own  church  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  out- 
standing Missions  in  the  entire  California  chain. 
On  August  28,  1784 , Serra  died , and  it  was  his 
last  wish  that  his  bod y be  placed  near  the  Mission 
that  Was  nearest  his  heart.  Borromeo  has  under- 
gone a reconstruction  and  toda y the  visitor  can  see 
the  quaint  old  edifice  in  its  original  architecture. 

The  Mission  is  in  a remarkable  state  of  preser- 
vation and  relics  of  the  founder  may  be  viewed 
within  its  walls.  San  Carlos  Borromeo  is  located 
on  beautiful  Monterey  Bay  at  Carmel , the 
authors'  and  artists'  colony * 

Here  is  an  ideal  trip  down  the  peninsula , past 
San  Jose , Gilroy  and  Salinas.  Branching  off  at 
Salinas  the  road  leads  to  the  Mission  toward  the 
Pacific.  The  return  trip  can  be  made  via  the 
scenic  coast  route , which  offers  a diversion  of 
color  and  surroundings. 


FORT  ROS  S 

- where  Russia  made  a bid  for 
Californiaoccupatiort  in18l2 / 
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Fort  Ross,  where  the  Russians  first  settled  in 
1812,  offers  one  of  the  most  delightful  trips  for 
the  Bay  Region  motorist.  Here  may  he  seen  the 
century-old  Greek  Church  and  the  ancient  bar- 
racks where  the  Russian  soldiers  were  sheltered. 
At  Fort  Ross  the  Russians  established  a trading 
post  and  during  prosperous  seasons  as  many  as 
80,000  seal  skins  mere  collected  off  the  Farallon 
Islands.  In  1842  the  Russians  sold  their  property 
for  $31 ,000  to  Captain  Sutter,  after  the  Spaniards 
laid  claim  to  their  settlement  on  the  ground  that 
it  belonged  to  Mexico. 

Fort  Ross  is  easily  reached  by  ferrying  at  Rich- 
mond, then  following  past  Petaluma,  Santa  Rosa, 
Guerneville,  Cazadero  and  Sea  View.  The  re- 
turn may  be  made  via  Duncan  Mills,  Monte  Rio, 
Camp  Meeker,  then  to  Petaluma  and  Sausalito. 
It  is  an  ideal  week-end  trip  with  the  privilege  of 
vacationing  at  beautiful  J enner-by-the-Sea,  where 
the  Russian  River  empties  into  the  Pacific  ocean. 
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PINNACLES 

picturesque  trip  to 
The  Garden  of  the  titans  ” 
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The  Pinnacles  Was  the  home , years  ago , of 
aborigines  l vho  dwelt  in  the  land  of  gigantic 
caves  and  peaks.  Deep  chasms  and  rocky 
heights  abound  in  the  reservation , and  the  visitor 
is  thrilled  by  the  weird  formations  in  this  “ Little 
Yosemite “ The  Garden  of  the  Titans ” fas- 
cinated George  Vancouver  on  Captain  Cook's 
voyage  to  the  Pacific  Coast > and  almost  a cen- 
tury later  an  Englishman , following  in  Van- 
couver's footsteps , came  across  the  peaks. 

It  has  been  said  that  Cabrillo,  the  explorer , 
once  met  an  Indian  chief  who  hailed  from  this 
region , which  is  proof  that  the  Redskins  Were 
among  the  first  to  occupy  the  land  of  cathedrals 
and  mighty  arches. 

The  motorist  can  easily  reach  the  National 
Monument  in  six  hours,  and  the  trip  leads  93 
miles  along  El  C amino  Real , past  San  Jose 
and  Gilroy  to  San  Juan , and  then  7 miles  to 
Hollister , then  over  38  miles  of  paved  country 
road  into  the  reservation.  Mission  San  Juan 
Bautista  may  be  viewed  along  the  Way. 


MOUNT SHASTA 

~ a snow  capped  jewel  in  „ 
a setting  orCaliforniaQlps 
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Rearing  its  snowy  mantle  14,380  feet  in  the 
air.  Mount  Shasta  is  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
mountains  in  the  world . High  up  in  the  Sis^iyous, 
Mount  Shasta's  charm  is  perennial  with  its  soli- 
tude and  beauty.  At  the  southwest  slope  of  the 
peak  the  Sacramento  River  has  its  source — and 
from  here  it  flows  350  miles  south  to  Suisun  Bay. 
Sisson,  one  of  the  towns  at  the  base  of  Shasta, 
has  one  of  the  largest  trout  hatcheries  in  the  world. 

The  route  to  Shasta  leads  past  Sacramento, 
Redding  and  Dunsmuir  to  the  quaint  little  town 
of  Sisson,  nestling  in  the  midst  of  the  snowland. 
Weed,  also  lying  at  the  base  of  lofty  Shasta,  is  a 
starting  point  for  hikes  into  “California  Alps." 
The  return  trip  from  Mount  Shasta  can  be  made 
by  Way  of  Proberta  and  Williams,  joining  the 
main  route  near  Davis. 


CALIFORNIA  FIRST  CAPITOL 

~~  in  picturesque  Monterey 
rich  in  historic  appeal. 
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At  Monterey  California  s First  Constitutional 
Convention  Was  held  on  Sept.  /,  1849 — our 
State's  first  seat  of  Republican  government. 
The  rugged  coast  about  Monterey  was  said  to 
have  furnished  the  locale  for  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  s “ Treasure  Island 

The  very  cove  on  which  the  treasure  seekers 
landed;  the  long  stretches  of  sand  dunes  over 
which  they  toiled , and  far  up  the  beach  are  the 
thickets  in  which  Jim  Hawkins  concealed  him- 
self as  he  listened  to  the  pirate}  conference . The 
imagination  can  easily  re-create  the  famous 
story  centering  about  the  famous  “ Seventeen 
Mile  Drive ” as  the  highway  threads  its  way 
through  the  tangled  wilds. 

The  motor  trip  to  Monterey  leads  down  the 
coast  about  125  miles , and  there  are  two  scenic 
routes  to  choose  from — one  by  way  of  the  Santa 
Cruz  Mountains  through  colorful  Santa  Cruz — 
into  Watsonville  and  the  great  apple  country — 
along  the  fringe  of  the  ocean — or  you  may  fol- 
low El  C amino  Real  by  way  of  San  Jose , Gil- 
roy, San  Juan , Salinas , then  into  this  quaint 
town. 


MARIPOSA  BIG  TREES 

-towering  monarchs'of  the  forest 
thousands  of  years  old. 
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The  Mariposa  Grove  of  Big  Trees  lies  south 
of  Yo Semite  Valle y and  abounds  in  pleasure 
spots . Signal  Peak , close  by.  provides  one  of 
the  most  extensive  views  to  be  had  in  California , 
rvhile  Upper  Chilnualna  Falls  is  another  pleasure 
spot  that  beckons . Here , in  the  Mariposa  Grove , 
may  be  seen  giants  of  the  forest  three  thousand 
years  old . Grizzly  Giant , the  Bachelor  tree  and 
stately  Wawona  tree  are  some  of  the  monarchs 
of  the  forest.  The  latter  is  sufficiently  large  to 
drive  an  automobile  through  the  tunneled  trunk; 
while  throughout  the  grove  there  are  many  trees 
attaining  a height  of  300  feet  and  a diameter  of 
30  feet . 

Mariposa  Big  Trees  are  easily  accessible  from 
Merced  over  the  Wawona  Road  — or  may  be 
made  as  a side  trip  from  the  famous  Y o Semite 
Valley . There  are  three  routes  to  choose  from  re- 
turning— the  \V awona  Road , the  Coulterville 
Road  or  the  Big  Oak  Flat  Road.  The  Wawona 
Road,  however , is  the  most  popular  among 
motorists . 


THE  SONOMA  MISSION 

-where  worship  was  held  in  the 
shadow  of  the  Bear  Flag  conspiracy. 
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This  mission — the  most  northern  of  the  Cali - 
fornia  chain-^was  erected  in  1 823  and  twent y- 
three  pears  later  the  California  Republic  was 
born , and  control  of  the  state  was  transferred 
from  Mexico  to  the  United  States . Sonoma 
Mission  recalls  the  Japs  of  the  Bear  Flag  con- 
spiracy and  a visit  through  the  edifice  is  inter- 
esting. In  this  town  also  is  the  Presidio , the 
old  structure  in  which  the  first  Bear  Flag  was 
made , and  where  the  followers  of  General  Fre- 
mont lodged. 

Only  a few  miles  from  the  historic  mission 
is  Glen  Ellen , £non>n  the  world  over  as  the 
homo  of  Jack  London , in  the  Valley  of  the 
Moon.  The  London  estate  is  several  hun- 
dred acres  in  extent  and  here  may  be  seen 
vineyards , orchards  and  the  beauty  of  the  land 
which  inspired  London  s stories. 

From  San  Francisco  the  motorist  has  the 
choice  of  two  routes — from  Sausalito  up  tc 
Petaluma  thence  to  Sonoma — or  by  boat  to 
Vallejo , then  to  Napa  and  the  mission. 


trip  to  America's t 
“Garden  of  Eden "/ 
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Y osemiie  Valley,  ihe  land  of  gorgeous 
Waterfalls  and  battlements  of  granite,  lies  1 50 
miles  east  of  San  Francisco  on  the  western  slope 
of  the  Sierras.  Massive  mountains  surround 
the  valley  which  is  seven  miles  long  and  from 
half  a mile  to  a mile  wide.  Captain  Boling 
discovered  ihe  valley  in  the  spring  of  1851 . 

Through  the  center  of  the  valley  flows  the 
Merced  River,  one  of  the  most  picturesque 
streams  in  the  Sierras,  a colorful  picture  against 
the  green  carpeted  floor  of  the  valley.  Some 
of  the  wonders  which  attract  visitors  are:  In- 
spiration Point,  El  Capiian,  Three  Graces, 
Y osemite  Falls,  Nevada  Falls,  Bridal  Veil 
Falls,  Cloud's  Rest,  Cathedral  Spires  and 
Glacier  Point.  Each  night  from  the  lop  of 
Glacier  Point  the  management  of  Camp  Curry 
stages  a mighty  fire-fall,  a man-made  attraction 
which  thrills  as  the  showers  of  fire  fall  into  the 
valley. 

There  are  three  routes  the  motorist  can  fol- 
low into  Y osemite — the  Wawona  Road  from 
Merced,  the  Coulterville  road  from  Modesto 
and  the  Big  Oafy  Flat  road  from  Escalon.  The 
first  is  the  most  popular,  being  the  easiest  of  the 
grades.  At  Chinquapin  the  road  reaches  an 
elevation  of  6,256  feet. 


DRAKES  BAY 

— where  SirFrancisDrake 
anchored  in  1579. 
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Sir  Francis  Drake,  the  intrepid  English  Ad- 
miral, brought  his  ship,  the  “Golden  Hind,”  to 
rest  in  a sheltered  inlet  when  he  Was  driven  off 
his  course  by  fogs  and  storms.  The  high,  white 
walled  cliffs  shut  off  the  northern  blasts  and  the 
waters  were  smooth  as  a mill  pond.  The  land 
Was  claimed  in  the  name  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
and  the  bay  became  £nou;n  afterwards  as 
“Drake’s  Bay.”  At  first  it  was  thought  that 
San  Francisco  Bay  Was  Drake’s  anchorage, 
but  historians  have  learned  that  he  landed  in- 
side the  arm  of  Point  Reyes. 

Here  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  harbors 
in  the  world  with  scarcely  a ripple.  And  it  is  but 
a two  mile  faunt  to  Point  Reyes,  the  lighthouse 
which  guards  the  mariner.  A view  of  T amalpais 
and  the  gigantic  dam  which  supplies  Marin 
County  with  Water  are  sights  along  the  way. 

Drake’s  Bay  is  reached  from  Sauaalito, 
thence  past  San  Anselmo,  Fairfax,  Olema.  This 
delightful  automobile  trip  is  but  a few  hours’ 
ride  from  San  Francisco  and  its  historic  appeal 
holds  the  interest  of  the  motorist. 


MUIR  WOODSY 
MT.  TAMALPAIS 

~a  trip  of  surpassing  interest. 
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Muir  Woods,  named  in  honor  of  California's 
great  naturalist,  John  Muir,  is  a delightful  spot 
with  its  giant  redwoods,  its  fern  and  bracken,  its 
shaded  nooks — and  here  solitude  may  be  found 
in  the  shadows!  Tamalpais,  Marin  County's 
mountain  sentinel,  was  the  land  of  the  Lacatuits 
— valiant  Indians  who  under  their  chieftain, 
Marin,  successfully  guarded  their  land  until 
1824,  when  the  band  was  scattered.  Tamalpais 
stands  2700  feel  up  into  the  clouds  and  from  the 
Nicasio  Indians  the  name  of  the  mountain  was 
derived — “ Tamal " mains  coast  and  "pais"  was 
their  word  for  mountain. 

The  motor  trip  to  Muir  Woods  starts  at 
Sausalito  and  leads  through  Mill  Valley  to  the 
famous  grove.  From  Muir  Woods  you  may  re- 
turn to  Mill  Valley  then  to  San  Anselmo  and 
thence  to  Fairfax,  taking  the  Alpine  Dam  road 
to  Alpine  Dam  and  then  up  the  Ridge  Crest 
road  to  within  about  a mile  and  a half  of  the 
summit  of  Mt.  Tamalpais. 

It  is  a ne'  er-to-be-f  or  gotten  trip — as  you  soar 
along  above  the  billowy  fluff  of  clouds  with  the 
blue  of  the  sea  breaking  through  at  various  spots 
— and  off  in  the  distance  the  hazy  view  of  the 
Bay  Cities. 


MOUNT  LASSEN 

~~the  only  active  Volcano 
in  the  United  States 
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Mount  Lassen  soars  10,577  feet  into  the  air 
and  stands  guard  as  the  northern  sentinel  of  the 
Sacramento  Valley.  In  1914  the  peak  first 
erupted , throwing  volumes  of  smoke  thousands 
of  feet  in  the  air.  Today  Lassen  is  the  only 
active  volcano  in  the  United  States.  Geysers , 
lava  beds , ice  caves , boiling  lakes , mountainous 
cinder  cones  and  mineral  springs  are  awe-inspir - 
ing  sights  to  the  visitor , while  another  strange 
phenomenon  is  steam  issuing  forth  from  rock 
fissures. 

The  trip  to  Mount  Lassen  is  a delightful  12- 
hour  ride  up  through  the  Sacramento  Valley , via 
Vallejo , Sacramento , Marysville  and  Gridley , 
passing  Bidwell  Park  at  Chico , en  route.  Re- 
turning by  Way  of  Red  Bluff  the  road  skirts  the 
southern  shore  of  Lake  Almanor  and  passes 
through  the  rice  fields  of  Colusa  and  Williams. 
Here  is  an  unexcelled  two  or  three  day  outing  trip 
which  allows  the  motorist  to  pause  along  the  Way 
and  camp  out. 


STANFORD  UNIVERSITY 

modem  court  of  learning  / 
set  amid  old  world  beauty . 
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Lelarid  Stanford  University  was  dedicated  in 
memory  of  Senator  Stanford's  son,  Leland  Jr., 
in  1891.  The  endowment  of  $30,000,000 
maizes  Stanford  one  of  the  richest  endowed  uni- 
versities in  this  country.  The  great  fire  of  1906 
destroyed  the  wonderful  mosaics  in  the  chapel, 
but  these  have  since  been  restored. 

The  World-famous  quadrangle,  the  museum, 
the  stadium,  the  lake  and  the  Memorial  Chapel, 
a replica  of  Westminster  Abbey,  are  objects 
of  interest  to  the  visitor,  and  a drive  about  the 
palm  sheltered  roads  leading  through  the 
Campus  reveals  the  ancient  beauty  of  the  well- 
kept  building  and  surroundings. 

The  University  is  located  about  twenty-five 
miles  down  the  San  Francisco  peninsula  along 
El  Camino  Real  past  the  fruit  bearing  trees 
of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley.  The  vast  fruit- 
growing areas,  rose-bowered  towns  and  the  city 
of  Palo  Alto  are  seen  on  this  trip.  The  en- 
trance to  the  University  lies  to  your  right  at 
Palo  Alto. 
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“The  CITIES  THAT  WERE” 

inhere  once  the  spirit 
of  49  held  sway/ 
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In  Tuolumne  County  lies  the  land  of  the 
Cities  That  Were — Knight’s  Ferry,  Spring- 
field,  Columbia,  Douglas  Flat,  Chinese  Camp, 
Jamestown  and  other  towns  now  reminiscent  of 
the  days  of  '49.  Old  relics,  dilapidated  man- 
sions and  tumble-down  shacks  conjure  up 
sleepy,  deserted  towns  portrayed  on  the  movie 
screen  and  are  all  that  remain  of  the  once 
thriving  cities  l vhere  faro  banks  and  other 
gambling  dens  flourished. 

Over  the  rolling  hills  the  Sierras  rise  snowy 
peaks  against  a background  of  azure  sky . 
Nothing  but  whitened  boulders  tell  the  story  of 
the  end  of  the  golden  quest.  Now,  dead  and 
deserted,  are  the  camps  and  the  adobe  and 
brick-walled  buildings,  fast  falling  into  decay. 

It  is  but  a six-hour  ride  into  the  land  of 
forgotten  activity  and  the  way  leads  from  Oak- 
land to  Stockton,  then  past  Lodi,  San  Andreas, 
Angel’s  Camp  and  Columbia  to  Sonora.  Re- 
turning, the  trip  may  be  planned  to  follow  past 
Jamestown,  Knight’s  Ferry,  Oakdale,  then  on 
to  Tracy. 


MISSION  SAN  JUAN 

— treasure  house  of  relics 
from  Californios  old  Missions. 
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Mission  San  Juan  Bautista  was  founded  on 
June  24 , 1797.  The  next  year  the  church  was 
constructed  of  adobe  and  tile.  Cinnabar  used 
in  the  mortar  adds  a yellow  tinge  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  walls , particularly  noticeable  in 
the  evening.  The  church  is  200  feet  in  length , 
70  feet  wide  and  45  feet  high.  The  worshipers 
stood  or  knelt,  as  there  Were  no  pews . In  1 884 
the  church  was  restored  and  now  there  may  be 
seen  the i relics  from  many  other  missions  which 
are  stored  here.  Nearby  an  old  hotel — which 
played  host  to  many  famous  figures  in  early 
California  history — as  Well  as  being  the  scene 
of  many  daring  bandit  raids  by  such  notorious 
characters  as  Joaquin  Murietta  and  others. 

T o reach  San  Juan  mission  it  is  but  a jaunt  of 
90  miles  down  El  Camino  Real , passing 
through  Santa  Clara , San  Jose  and  Gilroy. 
Gilroy  and  Santa  Clara  offer  stopping  points 
for  the  motorist  along  the  Way , as  well  as  other 
smaller  towns. 


LAKE  TAHOE 


~ California’s  wonderland 
that  rivals  Switzerland 
in  scenic  grandeur/ 
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Lake  Tahoe  is  like  a polished  jewel  in  a 
setting  of  jutting  capes,  bald  promontories  and 
rugged  scenery.  Once  known  as  Lake  Bigler, 
Tahoe  is  25  miles  long  and  from  10  to  14  miles 
in  width.  It  has  a depth  of  1 700  feet  in  places. 
Mt.  Tallac  and  Mt.  Rubicon,  each  well  ove i 
9000  feet  in  height,  stand  guard  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  lake,  while  Mt.  Ralston,  Pyramid 
Peak  and  Joles  Peak  are  nearby. 

Tahoe  has  a resistless  fascination,  with  its 
silence  and  solitude,  its  placid  mirror-like  blue 
waters  and  the  distant  snow  capped  mountains 
blending  into  the  Water’s  edge.  Truly  one  of 
the  world’s  greatest  lakes,  Tahoe  is  the  mecca 
for  thousands  of  motorists. 

There  are  two  main  routes  to  Tahoe,  both 
starling  from  Sacramento.  One  is  via  the 
Auburn  route  and  the  other  is  over  the  Placer- 
ville  road,  the  latter  following  the  immigrant 
trail  over  which  Mark  T wain  toured  when  he 
visited  the  valley.  The  Silver  Lake  route  leads 
into  Tahoe  from  Stockton  and  passes  Silver 
Lake,  a small  Tahoe , on  the  wag. 


UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA 
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The  University  of  California  is  the  largest 
university  in  this  country  and  its  magnificent 
site  commands  a view  of  the  Bay  Region,  with 
the  picturesque  Golden  Gate  in  the  distance. 
The  motor  trip  about  the  campus  is  a choice 
drive  viewing  the  LeConte  oaks.  Eucalyptus 
Lane,  Faculty  Glade  and  Strawberry  Hill, 
all  well-known  landmarks. 

Among  the  many  interesting  buildings  are: 
the  World-famous  Greek  Theater,  California 
Hall,  Wheeler  Hall,  University  Library,  Boalt 
Hall  of  Law,  Hearst  Mining  Building,  Me- 
chanics Building,  Agricultural  Hall,  Hilgard 
Hall,  Hearst  Hall  for  Women,  Stephens 
Memorial,  and  the  huge  stadium.  A trip  to 
the  top  of  Sather  Campanile,  302  feet  high, 
allows  a panoramic  view  of  the  surrounding 
country. 

The  University  of  California  is  located  at 
Berkeley,  and  is  reached  by  driving  straight  out 
San  Pablo  Avenue  to  University  Avenue,  then 
along  this  thoroughfare  to  Sather  Gate.  A tour 
of  the  Berkeley  Foothills,  well  paved  with  easy 
grades,  brings  the  motorist  through  the  pano- 
rama which  inspired  many  California  bards.

MARSHALLS  MONUMENT 


-a  tribute  to  the  discoverer 
of  gold  in  California. 
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Marshall's  Monument,  erected  at  Ccloma, 
: where  gold  n >as  first  discovered,  is  a tribute  to 
James  Marshall,  who,  on  January  19,  1848, 
made  California  the  goal  of  world  adventurers 
who  began  a pilgrimage  to  the  land  of  promise. 
In  Marshall’s  time  Coloma  Was  a thriving  city  of 
some  10,000  and  today,  mute  evidence  of  the  law- 
lessness of  the  days  of  ’49,  is  seen  in  the  old  iron- 
shuttered  houses  that  sheltered  the  pioneers. 

Coloma  is  reached  by  two  excellent  routes — 
one  by  Way  of  Sacramento,  crossing  the  South 
Fork  °f  the  American  River — and  the  other  via 
Stockton  direct  to  Sonora,  then  up  past  Angel’s 
Camp  and  Sutter  Creek  to  Placerville  and 
Coloma.  The  seventy-mile  drive  from  Sonora  to 
Coloma  is  a delightful  ride  through  the  Bret 
Harte  land. 


ATRIP  TO  THE  S1ARS 


~ viewing  other  worlds  from  lick

SEEING  HISTORIC 

CALIFORNIA 

BY  AUTOMOBILE 


Lick  Observiatory  stands  4400  feet  above  the 
sea  and  from  here  a vie w of  other  Worlds  is  af- 
forded through  the  porverful  telescopes.  The 
observatory  is  the  gift  of  James  Lick,  noted 
Californian,  to  the  University  of  California. 
Under  the  gigantic  dome  where  the  largest  of 
the  telescopes  rests  lies  the  body  of  its  sponsor. 
Visitors  arriving  between  the  hours  of  7 and  9 
on  a Saturday  evening  may  gaze  through  the 
telescopes. 

From  the  observatory  a magnificent  view  lies 
below,  the  panorama  of  hill  and  vale  extending 
far  away  on  every  side.  In  the  distance  the 
beautiful  Bay  of  Monterey  can  be  glimpsed, 
shimmering  in  the  sun.  Like  a gigantic  check- 
erboard the  toy-like  cities  dot  the  landscape. 

Lick  Observatory  is  atop  Mt.  Hamilton  and 
is  a pleasant  three  hour  jaunt  down  the  peninsula 
from  San  Francisco,  taking  the  motorist  through 
Santa  Clara  and  San  Jose.  A short  distance 
from  San  Jose  the  roadway  leads  up  the  moun- 
tain, oak  dotted  and  picturesque. 


The  LAND  of  BRET  HARTE 
and  MARK  TWAIN 

~ scenes  that  inspired  the 
early  literature  of  California 
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In  thei  land  that  inspired  Bret  Harte  and 
Mark  Twain  are  many  scenes  of  bygone  days 
— narrow  streets,  crooked  alleyways,  iron- 
shuttered  houses  which  protected  the  inhabitants 
from  raids  and  other  forms  of  lawlessness. 
“ Hangtown ,”  Coloma  (where  Marshall  dis- 
covered gold),  Amador,  Sutter  Creek  and 
Jackson  still  guard  relics  of  long  ago  behind 
locks.  Between  the  60  mile\s  from  Placerville 
to  Sonora  is  the  never-to-be-forgotten  land  of 
romance  with  the  Mokelumne  and  the  Ameri- 
can rivers  flowing  through  the  deep  canyons. 

In  the  days  of  Bret  Harte,  Coloma  had  a 
population  of  more  than  10,000  in  its  “ business 
district,”  which  consisted  of  saloons,  dance  halls 
and  faro  banks,  and  in  this  city  the  “ Outcasts 
of  Poker  Flat”  Was  conceived. 

T wo  routes  to  the  land  of  history  are  offered 
the  motorist  — one  by  Way  of  Sacramento, 
across  the  South  Fork  °f  the  American  River, 
thence  past  Coloma,  Placerville,  San  Andreas 
to  Sonora — while  the  other  highway  leads  from 
Stockton  direct  to  Sonora,  then  up  past  Angel’s 
Camp  and  Sutter  Creek  to  Placerville  and 
return  via  Sacramento. 


AVisit  to  Old  Dobe 

- a spot  of  never  failing  interest 
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“ Old  ’ Dobe ,”  as  it  is  affectionately  called, 
Was  built  in  1834  by  General  Mariano  G.  Val- 
lejo as  a residence  and  Was  the  scene  of  many 
gay  affairs  as  Well  as  many  conferences  of 
state.  The  Native  Sons  of  the  Golden  West,  in 
whose  possession  the  structure  remains,  employs 
caretakers  who  explain  the  history  of  the  build- 
ing to  the  visitors.  The  early  social  center  of  the 
state  is  well-worth  seeing. 

In  1846  thirty-two  Americans  surrounded 
Vallejo’s  house  and  commanded  him  to  sur- 
render. The  distinguished  prisoner  Was  then 
taken  before  Fremont  and  later  removed  to 
Fort  Sutter,  where  he  Was  treated  handsomely, 
but  constantly  guarded.  When  Vallejo  was 
captured  Fremont  did  not  know  that  there  Was 
War  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico. 

This  motor  jaunt  takes  you  up  the  Redwood 
highway  from  Sausalito  through  San  Anselmo, 
San  Rafael  and  Petaluma — then  into  the  color- 
ful valley  to  the  famous  old  house.  Or  you  aan 
go  via  Vallejo  with  the  added  incentive  of  a 
trip  by  boat. 


The  PETRIFIED  FOREST 


where  age-old  giant  redwoods 
are  preserved  in  stone. 
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The  Petrified  Forest,  where  giant  redwoods 
are  turned  to  stone,  is  25  acres  in  extent,  and 
lies  five  miles  from  Aft.  St.  Helena,  in  Sonoma 
County.  Years  ago  the  volcanic  fire  and  lava 
from  the  mountain  embedded  the  trees  and 
transformed  them  into  ashen  graves.  Excava- 
tions have  disclosed  some  of  the  trees,  well 
preserved,  more  than  100  feet  in  length;  and 
scientists  have  estimated  the  age  of  the  forest  at 
10,000  years. 

The  coloring  of  the  stone  trees  runs  from  an 
opalescent  pink  to  an  ochre  and  every  thread 
of  the  bark  has  been  preserved  by  this  strange 
mummification  of  the  forest  monarchs. 

The  forest  of  stone  may  be  reached  by  two 
routes — one  through  Marin  County  and  on  up 
through  Sonoma,  and  the  other  via  Vallejo 
and  Napa,  passing  St.  Helena  along  the  way. 
Among  the  many  scenic  attractions  along  the 
way  the  two  outstanding  are  the  wonder  gar- 
dens of  Luther  Burbank  at  Santa  Rosa  and 
Jack  Londons  "Valley  of  the  Moon,”  that 
delightful  part  of  Sonoma  made  famous  by  the 
author. 


SACRAMENTO  AND  THE  STATE  CAPITOL 
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California's  capitol  was  the  outgrowth  of 
Sutter's  Fort  (New  Helvetia ),  established  by 
Capt.  Sutter  in  1839.  The  fort  was  the  objec- 
tive of  thousands  of  immigrant  trains  and  Argo- 
nauts when  gold  Was  discovered.  In  1 846  the 
American  flag  was  raised  over  the  fort  and 
Capt.  Sutter , amid  the  booming  guns,  pledged 
allegiance  to  the  new  government. 

A trip  to  the  capitol  allows  the  motorist  to 
view  the  well-kept  and  expansive  grounds , the 
wonderful  gardens  of  tropical  growth,  the  mu- 
seum, where  relics  of  the  days  of  the  Vigilantes 
are  preserved,  and  the  splendid  architectural 
achievements.  Relics  of  the  early  days  are 
still  preserved  at  Sutter's  Fort — photos  of  the 
first  gold-diggers.  Kit  Carson,  and  views  of 
old  stages  and  wagons  used  in  crossing  the 
plains. 

Sacramento  may  be  reached  by  three  routes 
— via  Vallejo  and  Davis , which  affords  a trip 
by  boat  to  Vallejo,  thence  through  Davis  to  the 
capitol — over  the  levee  from  Stockton — or  fol- 
lowing the  winding  path  of  the  Sacramento 
River.
